them. They descend only when the coast 
is clear and at night. They commit their 
depredations and return swiftly to their 
hiding places, yet it was recently tele- 
graphed to San Francisco that the \Var 
Department was sending out troops for 
the protection of Indians on the Sail 
Carlos reservation from whom the moun- 
tain outlaws had made their recruits. 
The alleged fact that the War Depart- 
ment was sending out troops to pro- 
tect the Indians instead of the suffer- 
ing whites of that locality stirred up such 
a feeling that if the report had not been 
promptly contradicted 
through 
official 


channels a general attack upon the In- 
dians might have been made by the out- 
raged white settlers in that neighborhood, 
and many innocent lives would have been 
lost. 
A simple inquiry would have dis- 


proved this paragraph, because there has 
been at no time any secrecy about what the 
War Department was doing." 


The President is a great stickler for sys- 


tem in his methods of transacting business. 
Everything is done at an appointed hour. 
Those who come in conflict with the duties 
of the hour, however influential or however 
well supported they may be, have to give way 
and take their turn. He very rarely makes 
the people who come to his public recep- 
tions wait a moment beyond the time set 
for his appearance.

The scheme 
for local government gives the provincial 
authorities authority over education, poor 
laws, harbors, roads and markets, subject 
to the local government board, the Depart- 
ment of EducHtion, the Board of Trade 
and tho Treasury.

to tbe doubt as to what will be done with 
silver. I wrote upon that subject to the 
test oj my ability in my message. Ido not 
gee how even the'extreme advocates of the 
line of silver can ask to have the coinage 
continued while so much remains idle, and 
there seems to be no scarcity of currency." 


"Do vou belii-ve thftt Congress -will carry 


out your recommendation about silver? 
Do you not think that some compromise 
will be the actual result accomplished?" 


To this the President said lie had no 


means of knowing what would be done. It 
was a subject which hadnow passed beyond 
his eqatrol qr direction. He had not the

In any way the consideration of Con- 
gress beyond the methods employed by 
him in directing their attention to the sub- 
ject through bin official message.

"Mv own personal idea about that is that 
the'onlv practical way to pass a bill would 
be to have the House Committee charged 
with this work take up the subject 
in a business fashion and modify the 
present law in euch a. way as to help poor 
people who labor and to take away need- 
less protection from the few who have 
grown inconsiderately rich at the expense 
of the many.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—The Times says: A 


careful geview of the returns made to the 
various'e'xchanges indicate that although 
there is a vastly improved feeling in most 
business circles, the volume of trade, both

past than during 1884. The improve- 
ment in trade was very marked during the 
second half o! the year, the date o! the im- 
provement being coincident with the settle- 
ment of the West Shore troubles iu June 
lost, thus confirming the views of rnan-y of 
the bankers and conservative business 
men, that the muddle growing out of the 
construction of this road has been the 
cause oi the depression existing since the 
beginning of the construction of that rail- 
way. 


Emperor Willlam*a Jubilee* 


BERLIN, Jan. 4.—The twenty-fifth anni- 


veraary of theaccessionof Emperor William 
to the throne of Prussia was observed 
quietly yesterday. The Emperor held a re- 
ception which was attended by all the for- 
eign ambassadors and diplomats in the 
city. Services were held in all the Berlin 
churches in commemoration of the event 
and troops paraded at all the garrisons. 
Festivals were held throughout Prussia. 
A statue of the Emperor was unveiled at 
Frankfort. 


Success of the Boycott. 


YOKK. Jan. <i.—Bra<lstreet'a has 


classified tho list ol the boycotts of the last 
two years. There were two hundred and 
thirty-seven 
boycotts begun, including 


{orty-one against the Chinese and forty- 
five against newspapers. The boycotters 
claim success in ninety-nine cases, includ- 
ing thirteen newspaper and forty Chinese 
cases. 
They admit losing 
twenty-four 


cases, including ten newspaper and one 
Chinese, and one hundred and fourteen 
cases are still qn,. 


Still Fighting In the Soudan. 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—A report is current 


here that a number of rebels penetrated 
the British lines at Suakim recently a.nd at- 
tacked the soldiers in the streets ol the 
town. It is stated that furious fighting 
ensued, in which a number of the English 
•were killed or wounded. Tjhe Government, 
it is said, has suppressed the report of the 
affair, and the British loss, therefore, can 
not be ascertained. 


Furu'n Army Reduced. 


LIMA, Jan. 4, via Galveston.—The Gov- 


ernment has reduced the army to 3,000 
men, including infantry, cavalry and artil- 
lefy.

Portions of Chill and Peru Severely Shaken 


—Alarming Disturbance of the Sea. 


NEW YOKK, Jan. 4.—Mail advices from 


Panama state there have been several 
shocks of earthquake recently in Val-

Buildings were shaken in an ominous man- 
ner, arid to add to the alarm the sea was 
extraordinarily agitated, and persons re- 
siding near the beach left thefr beds and 
watched the furious waters as they broke 
oft the shore. 
The agitation of the sea 


continued uith gradually decreasing vio- 
lence throughout the 12th inst. until night- 
fall, when it became calm. 


A terrible cyclone passed over Villa 


Maria, in the Argentine Republic, December 
22, at one p. m., doing damage to the ex- 
tent of fifty thousand patacones. The rail- 
way depot was razed. No buildings escaped 
and many were unroofed. 


Cruise of the UolpUln. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Captain Mead, of 


the Dolphin, is in this city, but as he has 
not yet made hia report to tho Secretary of 
the Navy, he declines to be interviewed 
with regard to the performance of the ship. 
The Dolphin sailed from New York for tho 
Capes, nnd theucc turned toward the Ber- 
mudns in search of a gale. She encountered 
a twenty-four hour gale during which the 
wind reached a velocity of seventy miles 
an hour. The vessel was placed in several 
trying positions with regard to the sea. 
and the shafcinir up which the officers and 
crew received made them all sea-Mck. The 
ship made twelve knots an hour through- 
out the gale, and from this it is inferred 
that her performances were very good. It 
is not learned that she suffered any dam- 
age. She reached Fortress Monroe yester- 
day.

Treasurer in this city, was last Thursday 
ordered to surrender bis office to N. C. Jor- 
dan, Treasurer of the United States. He 
at once soli«ted an opinion from George 
Bliss and Elihu Root, who advised him not 
to turn over his trust to any person not 
nominated by the President and confirmed 
by the Senate. He therefore sent Treasur- 
er Jordan a protest against his nt-sump- 
tiom oi the control of the office. But Mr. 
Jordan relieved the bondsmen by breaking 
the seals and commencing business.

Tho 
victims of the accident were two white 
passengers, both men, three negro deck 
hands and a negro child. 
The night 


was so dark that the pilot could not HCO 
a boat's length ahead. While rounding a 
bend in the river at the point indicated the 
steamer ran into the rocks lining the shore 
and immediately began to sink. As the 
deck went below the water the strong cur- 
rent swept the passengerK and crew into 1 lie 
water with three hundred hales of cotton 
and other floating cargo. It was a teruhle 
scramble for life in the eohl stream in utter 
darkness. Afew miles behind thel'hipley \\tin 
the steamer Naiad, aKo steaming up the 
river. When bhe reached the bcene of the 
disaster she picked up the survivors and 
took them to Foit Gaines, "here they ar- 
rived yesterday morning. 
Fifty bales of 


the Chipley'e cotton « ere. recovered .\ ester- 
day, but the huger part of the eaten and 
the vessel herself will probably be a total 
loss. The names of those drowned, to- 
gether with the probable financial losa, are 
not yet known.
